adjourning the federal body's inquiry. A threatened strike of 400,000 
railway maintenance of way employes was at least postponed, how- 
ever, by the board's intervention. The strike of this group, which 
had been expected to parallel that of the shopmen, will not be called 
at present but will await further action of the organization's execu-

'brings to mind the fact that, while 
th» day should alv/aya have proper 
observance, it Is Important that there 
should be due attention given to dis- 
plays or fireworks, and in particular 
to the danger of 
fires 
which not 


Infrequently occur on that date. Re- 
ports from the board or fire under- 
writers of the country show that there 
ar» always more fires on that day 
than on any other of thn year, and 
that the utmost caution is necessary 
in order to keep the conflagatlon loss 
down to the lowest possible point. 
Among the things which It has been 
suggested should be done are the fol- 
lowing: 


Firecrackers should not be explod- 


ed save In places where there is no 
danger of flro—not indoors or close 
to piles of dry wood or rubbish, nor 
in fact where there Is a possibility of 
fire. 
, 
No forms of explosives should be 


set oft carelessly. Open places are the 
•best, preferably on grassed plots and 
certainly not where there Is risk or 
danger. 
, 
In case of dry weather, the utmost 


caution should be observed as to send- 
'.inn up balloons. When the cupful of 


j inflammable substances Is practically 
' exhausted and the balltf,* descends, the 
charred but still smouldering ball of 


i wick may easily set fire to dry leaves, 


I causing extensive forest loss. Even 
| In sections where legal prohibition of 
'such balloons does not apply, it is a 
'duty to-be careful, noting alike the 
^condition" of tho ground and the di- 
rection of winds. The latter, however, 
! tells but llttlA, since the upper air cur- 
rents ara variable and In any event 
in the SusQuehanna valley a balloon, 
no matter in which direction it goes, 
may come down In a wooded field. 
l When firecrackers have been ex- 
ploded care should be taken that the 
•mouldering pieces ot them, 
or of 


punk, which has been used for light- 
Ing-, are not so left as to start a flre. 


Theso things and many others will 


be suggested to the thinking reader. 
The celebrator of the national holi- 
day should also be admonished from 
the standpoint of personal safety. It 
is a foolishly reckless thing to hold 
firecrackers in the fingers until they 
explode. Every year brings Its con 
Clderable list of cases of tetanus, or 
lockjaw, as result of Injuries which 
in such a way has resulted. 
-It la a reckless and Improper thing 


to throw lighted explosives toward 
any person, merely for the purpose 
of frightening them. There is danger 
of setting clothing afire, the victim 
perhaps "being burned to death. There 
il also danger of serious Injuries to 
face, fingers or eyes. The facts regard- 
ing such accidents are too well known 
to require further elucidation.

Power corporation tor approval ot its 
determination to abandon the Normal 
line in this city or the mile of trolley 
tracks in this city on Church, Center 
and Maple street over which, the Nor- 
mal car is operated 
between the 


Union station and the Normal school, 
little additional evidence- was pre- 
sented that was not before the com- 
mission on the similar application 
made three years ago when the trol- 
ley company was requested to con- 
tinue its operation for a time and 
endeavor to make an earnest effort to 
make the line at least self support- 
Ing:.The company was able to show as 
before that the line is a losing venture 
for the company and that it will re- 
quire a large outlay for its rehabili- 
tation. The objection th!» time came 
from those who reside in the vicinity 
of the Normal building or those inter- 
ested in having a means of trans- 
portation between the business section 
and the city. 
The hearing shortly 


before 4 o'clock was adjourned until 
Saturday, July 8th, to permit those 
opposed to the removal of the tracks 
to offer evidence as to the cost of re- 
building the line at that time. 


The trolley company "was repre- 


sented by its.attorney, N. P. Willis, of 
Codperstown and Hon. 
George 
Bockes appeared for the State Nor- 
mal school and its officers and the 
500 signers of the petition presented 
requesting the commission to deny the 
application. Mayor C. C. Miller, City 
Attorney George L. Gibbs and City 
Engineer Frank M. Gurney appeared, 
representing the city, it being stated 
that they appeared to protect the city 
and its streets and to request that if 
the order of the commission permits 
the removal of the tracks that the 
street be left in proper condition for 
use and if the application be denied 
that the company be required to put 
the roadbed and line in condition for 
operation. 


S. H. Cheney, treasurer of the trol- 


ley company, was the chief witness 
for the petitioner, and his evidence 
was largely relative to the financial 
results of the operation of the line. 
His evidence was to the effect that 
the gross income of the line during 
1921 was $4,538.33 and the expense 
of operation J9.06S.2S, resulting in a 
loss ot 54,529.9.'!. He stated that the 
line has been operated on a half-horn 
schedule during the year and that the 
car has been operated regularly ovei 
95 per cent of the trips. He said thai 
the receipts show a steady decline anc] 
that the loss thus far during 1922" is 
larger than during 1921. 


On the cross-examination 
by 
Mr 


Bockes, Mr. Cheney stated that the 
figures were not based on actual cost5 
on the Normal line itself, but rather 
based on a. percentage basis, the Nor 
mal line being one mile out of 68 o: 
the system. The cost of operating th< 
Normal car per mile was computed a: 
one-half of the larger cars on the main 
line. Figures which Mr. Bockes quos 
tioned and protested were 51,000 for 
power, 5804 for maintenance of equip 
ment, and $818 for depreciation. The 
figures showed that the Normal line 
carried during 1921 a total of 59,989 
passengor.". 


Alfred Stratton, the 
new 
genera 


manager, testified for the company 
stating that he had made an estimat 
of the probable cost of rebuilding the 
formal line and that it would COB 
(31,000 and that If Church and Con 
er streets are paved that it will Im- 
pose an additional burden of $24.431 
f brick pavement is used.

STATIONARY FIREMEN 


SCHEDULED TO QUIT 


20,000 of the 45,000 Members 


Expected to Go Out This 


Morning; History of 


Their Union 


New York. 
June 30. — Twenty 


thousand of the 
45,000 members of 


the International Brotherhood of Sta- 
tionary Firemen and Oilers are rail- 
road workers and subject to railroad 
strike call, 
according 
to 
Timothy 


Healey, international president of the 
Brotherhood. 
The Brotherhood was 


organized in 1S99 as an internatinoal 
union of steam plant workers. 
Orig- 


inally it comprised commercial 
em- 


ployes, but soon expanded to take in 
roundhouse men, namely, engineers, 
firemen, oilers, water tenders, boiler 
cleaners, and coal passers. 


In the last 23 years the Brother- 


hood has effected the cutting almost 
in half of -working hours in all the 
crafts represented by its membership, 
according to Mr. Healey. Before its 
organization, he asserted, stationary, 
liramen worked 12 hours a day, sev- 
en days a week; now they work eight 
hours a day, and except on the rail- 
roads, six days a week. The original 
two shifts, he said, were 
on 
duty 


11 and 13 hours, respectively, and in 
order that night workers'might have 
a day shift every other week, each 
shift worked 24 hours at a stretch ev- 
ery other week-end. 


Six-Day \Veck. 


Those conditions were done away 


with by the introduction 
of 
three 


eight-hour shifts, and the six-day week 
has been put into effect in all the 
commercial, steam plants where the 
Brotherhood is represented, according 
to officials. 
The Brotherhood'lobbied 


for ten years for a Xew 
York 
state 


law making the six-day week compul- 
sory; such a law, exempting railroad 
•workers from its provisions • at their 
own request, was enacted 'finally by 
the legislature of New York in 1913. 
Brotherhood officials maintain 
that 


the organization was chiefly responsi- 
ble for the passage of this law, but 
add that valuable aid was given by 
various religious denominations. 


Kor some time during the Brother- 


hood's light for the sjx-day law in 
New York an officer of the .Brother- 
hod met in daily conferences with 
prominent 
clergymen, 
laymen 
and 


women in New York city. 
One day, 


according to President Healey, the 
conference was visited by an attorney 
for milk interests, who argued that 
tho proposed Ia\v was impossible in- 
asmuch as consumers needed milk 
seven days a week. 


"I asked him." said Mr. Healey. 


"whether his clients used the same 
horses in delivering milk seven days a 
week. He said no, explaining that the 
dealers hncl extra horse*. 


''Then," I said, 'in the name of 


decency get extra meji. 
Don't put 


men on a level below that .of horses.' 
That 
argument 
appealed 
to 
the 


church people rather strongly." 


"Jiiluimunity" is Oirpost'd. 


President Healey said the officers of 


tho organization "stood for justice to 
txith employers and employed," but 
"opposed the inhumanity of employ- 
ers who take delight ill starving men 
into submission, and .would reduce 
the American common laborer to the 
standard of tho man who can live off 
of an oil rag." 


ilr. Healey developed int,o a. labor 


leader, Tie said, as tliQ result of his 
experiences 
in 
the 
stoke-holes 
of 


tramp steamers in his youth, when lie 
sailed around the world and served 
under many 
flags. 
"As we slaved 


over the tires, and the chief machin- 
ist hounded us when we were ready 
to drop," said Jlr. Healey. ."I longed 
for tho time when I could hit back 
at those fellows." 


Mr. Heuley served as a first class 


machinist in 
the 
SjjanishrAmerican 


war. 
His son was in the World war. 


Tho Brotherhood is. .one .of 
the 


unions involved in the strike at thirty- 
three mills in Ne\v York and 
Xe*v 


England 
against 
the 
International 


Paper company. 
Owing, to its scat- 


tered constituency the Brotherhood 
has played ,a lone hand only in scat- 
tered and relatively inconspjcuous dis- 
putes, thought it has .participated in 
a few important strikes in associa- 
tion xvith other craft unions. 


EAT MORE MILK AMD GREENS 


l>r. McCollum of John* Hopkins fajm 


They Compose tite Perfect Diet — 
And tat Lees Sugar, Often Phjsl- 
cally Dangerous. 
"Eat what you want after you have 


eaten what you should," was the sum- 
mary of a brilliant address by E. V. 
McCollum. Ph. !>.. professor of bio- 
chemistry at Johns Hopkins university 
before the general gathering of state 
public health officers and nurses in 
Saratoga Springs Wednesday mornins. 


Professor McCollum, -who has re- 


cently startled the medical world with 
his discovery of Vitamine D, based 
his address on "The Nutrition of Chil- 
dren." 


He outlined and emphasized a new 


diet which he said would produce the 
best results. 
The old "staff of life," 


wheat bread, was thrown Into the dis- 
card by the speaker, who 
cited 
in- 


stances where this food 
being 
the 


fundamental diet produced deficiency 
diseases. 
Meaty vegetable roots, in- 


cluding potatoes, carrots, etc., com- 
bined with steaks, roasts and wheat 
bread—the chief components of the 
average died in this country — the 
speaker said, have been proved to be 
the causes of deficiency diseases. 


Three things were advocated by the 


speaker, which he said have proved by 
laboratory tests to be as near a per- 
fect diet as yet discovered. They are: 


First—Modify our present diet with 


the best features of the oriental diet, 
leafy vegetables, 
commonly 
called 


greens. 


Second—Each day, take twice a 


day, a raw salad 
of 
vegetables and 


fruits. 


Third—Stimulate and increase the 


consumption 
o£ dairy products, by 


consuming at least from one pint to 
one quart of milk. 


The lack of the vegetable foods, es- 


epcially those of the leafy nature. Pro- 
fessor McCollum said, 
has 
brought 


our national life close to scurvy. 
Al- 


though it is not 
generally 
known, 


there are numerous 
cases of scurvy 


prevalent among children today?This 
he attributed to babies being fed al- j 
most exclusively on pasteurized milk. 


"We must reduce our consumption 


of standard agricultural products, such 
as meaty roots, white- bread, meats, 
potatoes and sugars if we want to at- 
tain the best possible 
results," he 


said. 
"In 1920 87 pounds of sugar 


was consumed per 
person 
in 
this 


country. In 1921 the amount increas—j 
ed to 107 pounds. This increase might) 
be attributed to a new industry — 
home brew. 
We don't need any su- 


gar. 
We -would be better off without 


it. Too much sugar is as harmful as 
too many alcoholic beverages. 
We 


don't go out in the street and act the 
same, hut the effects are just as dan- 
gerous."
